Two Commissioners Plan 
New Cell Block On Jail 
Site To Meet State Edict 


Two of the three Adams county commissioners indicated 


today that the commissioners may meet the ultimatum of 
the state department of labor and industry—to make some 
changes at the jail or close it within 90 days—by building- 
la new ceil block at the present jail site. 


Commissioners George P. Taylor and J. Arthur Boyd, in- 


terviewed this morning', said they will propose at next Wed- 
nesday's meeting- that the present cell,block and wall at the 
county jail be torn down and that the proposed cell block 
scheduled to be built for a ne\v jail be erected on the site of 
the present jail cell block. 


Subject To Approval 


The commissioners will confer with the - architect to de- 


termine the possibility of the new plan, and a final decision 
cannot be reached until the plan to be proposed is approved' 
by the court and the state departments concerned, the two 
commissioners said. But the proposal will be presented by 
them as a possible answer to the county's difficulties. 


By such a move, Taylor and Boyd pointed out, the require- 


.mcmts of the state could be met and the county would not 
•incur any additional, debt. With a record of having paid off 
$63,000 of the county debt during: the past seven years, they 
''do not propose to add additional debt if it can possibly be 
avoided, the two commissioners said. 


If the proposed construction of a new jail on County Home 


property on the Biglerville road, were carried out, they said, 
the county would probably have to float a $50,000-loan. If 
a new cell block is placed at the present site the job can .prob- 
ably be done with funds now available.

Need Some Repairs 


In addition to a new cell block, 


some repairs will be necessary to 
the present front of the jail, Boyd 
and Taylor indicated. Those repairs, 
they believe, can be made now, per- 
mitting continued use of the present 
jail front and sheriff's quarters. 


They added that, if at some fu- 


ture date it would seem feasible to 
tear down the present jail front and 
construct the front designed for the 
new jail, proposed for construction 
at the poor farm, that action could 
be carried out. 


While stating that the High street 


location is not "the best possible 
for a jail," they feel that it must 
be retained at present due to the 
high cost of making .the. contem- 
plated change to the county farm. 


Must Move Prisoners 


Prisoners in the jail will have to 


be placed temporarily in other pri- 
sons while the construction work is 
going on, if that plan is adopted. 
However, the prisoners will have to 
be: moved to other counties when 
the 90-day ultimatum comes to an 
end, Boyd and Taylor pointed out. 


The plan was originated to meet 


the demands of'a previous ultimatum 
from the .'Department of Labor and 
Industry and the commissioners' of- 
fice also received a second demand 
for repairs or closing within 90 days 
Friday. The second demand was from 
the Department of Welfare, Bureau 
of Corrections.

linens of all types necessary to meet 
the requirements of the enlarged 
hospital.

I wo of the three Adams county com m ianioners indicated 
today that the com rn insane!* m ay m eet the ultim atum of 
the stat** departm ent of labor and industry— to make some 
Changes at the jail or (dose it within 90 days— by budding 
ii new cell block at the present jail site. 
Com m issioners George P. Taylor and J. Arthur Boyd, in­ 
terview ed this morning'* said they will propose at next W ed­ 
nesday s m eeting’ that the present cell block and wall at the 
county jail I»«* torn down and that the proposed cell block 
scheduled to be built tor a new jail be erected on the site of 
the present jail cell block 
Subject To Approval 
Tile com m issioners will confer with the architect to de 
term ine th** possibility of the new plan, and a final decision 
cannot be reached until the plan to be proposed is approved 
by the court and the state departm ents concerned, the two 
com m issioners said. But the proposal will be presented by 
them as a possible answer to tin* county’s difficulties. 
Bv 
in h a move Taylor and Boyd jointed out, the require­ 
paints of the state could be m et and the county would not 
incur any additional debt. With a record of having paid off 
$63,000 of the county debt during the past seven years, the\ 
Mo not propose to add additional debt if it can possibly be 
avoided, the two com m issioners said. 
It the proposed construction of a new jail on County Home 
property on the Biglerville road, were carried out, they said. 
tin* county would probably have to float a $50,000 loan. lf 
a new cell block is placed at the present site the job can prob 
ably be done w ith funds now available. 


Nord Some Repair* 
In addition to a now cell block, 
some repairs will bt* necessary to 
the present front of the jail, Boyd 
and Taylor indicated Those repairs, 
they believe, can be made now, per­ 
mitting continued use of the present 
jail front and sheriff’s quarters. 
They added that. if at some fu­ 
ture date it would seem feasible to 
tear down the present Jail front and 
construct the front designed for the 
new jail, proposed for construction 
at the poor farm, that action could 
be carried out. 
While stating th a t the High street 
location is not "the best possible 
for a Jail," they feel that it mast 
be retained at present due to the 
high cost of making the contem­ 
plated change to the county farm 
Must Move Prisoners 
Prisoners in the jail will have to 
be placed temporarily in other pri­ 
sons while the construction work is 
going on, if that plan is adopted 
However, the prisoners will have to 
be moved to other counties when 
the 90-day ultimatum comes to an 
ynd, Boyd and Taylor pointed out. 
The plan was originated to meet 
the demands of a previous ultimatum 
from the Departm ent of L^bor and 
Industry and the commissioners’ of­ 
fice also received a second demand 
for repairs or closing within 90 days 
FYiday. The second demand was from 
th*1 Department of Welfare, Bureau 
of Corrections.

Central City, Pa., May 17 (/P)— 


Vernon Wechtenhiser, 35, was found 
dead last night m his automobile, 
a bullet wound in his head and a 
gun near his hand, just a feu- hours 
after he had been dismissed from 
his 13-year post as assistant cashier 
at the Central City National bank. 


TJ S. Attorney Charles F. Uhl of 


Pittsburgh, who was summoned here 
by bank officials, said evidence had 
been found that Wechtenhiser was 
short in his accounts. Neither he nor 
James M. Miller, president of the 
bank, disclosed the amount of Wech- 
tenhiser's alleged misappropriation. 


Shortage Discovered 


Miller declared he believed his 


own life was threatened just before 
Wechtenhiser's death. He told this 
story. He was m the bank last night 
and was about to make a telephone 
call when he looked out the window 
and saw Wechtenhiser sitting in his 
automobile, a pistol m his hand. 
The pistol was aimed directly at 
Miller, who dropped to the floor and 
awaited the sound of a shot He 
heard nothing, however; except for 
a scuffling noise outside the win- 
dow, so he slipped away and tele- 
phoned for police 


Police found Wechtenhiser. They 


were unable to explain why Miller 
had not heard the shot nor what 
the scuffling noise was that the bank 
president reported, 


Miller said the funds shortage 


was discovered Thursday while bank 
officers were checking a savings ac- 
count, and was reported immediately 
to Attorney Uhl Examinations of the 
bank's books, Uhl said, disclosed 
other irregularities, after

House, with probably a dozen votes 
to spare. 


No Hope In Senate 


The compromise version passed 


the House by a vote of 220"to 99 
on June 2, but administration sup- 
porters were counting on a larger 
attendance today to narrow the mar- 
gin. If the veto is upheld there, the 
Senate will not vote. Otherwise, the 
Seriate test is set for tomorrow. 


But Republican leaders acknow- 


ledge that they have no hope of 
bettering the less-than-two-thirds 48 
to 23 vote chalked up there June 3.

PEARL RIVERS—PUBLISHER 
Some 15 years ago (there was a me- 


morial dedicated to Pearl Rivers, in 
City Park, New Orleans, as a trib- 
ute to a beloved woman and poet. 
A much more significant memorial 
could well be 
dedicated to this 


woman, however, who was the first 
woman to become the publisher of 
a daily newspaper of metropolitan 
grade in America! 


This newspaper 


Orleans Picayune" now the (.Times- 
Picayune) and during the period 
covering the years from 1876-1896 
Eliza Jane Nicholson initiated ideas 
and policies that have eventually 
spread to all newspapers. As Pearl 
Rvers, she began writing poetry at 
the age of 14 and a volume of her 
poetry was once presented to me by 
her son, Leonard K. Nicholson, now 
publisher of the Times-Picayune— 
one of America's great newspapers. 


Tilings were not so rosy, however, 


when upon the death of her first 
husband, this courageous woman 
took charge. The paper was in a bad 
way. 
owing some $80,000. The war 


between the States had left scars 
upon New Orleans and the South. 
A woman in business was looked 
upon as just not the proper thing! 
But Pearl Rivers invited respect— 
and got it. She welcomed women on 
the paper, and their contributions. 
One—Mrs. Elizabeth 
M. Gilrr.er 


(Dorothy Dix) has continued to this 
day, and is a stockholder. 


Pearl Rivers started in at once 


to make the Picayune a family news- 
paper in name and substance. She 
centered her attention 
upon the 


Sunday issue, introducing 
special 


departments such as society, the 
theatre, and special correspondence 
and features appealing primarily to 
women and the home. She was fear- 
less in her editorial policy and be- 
hved that a newspaper should be 
the servant of the people, and bene- 
fit all readers, rich or poor. That 
policy has continued to this day 
under the wise guidance of her son 
and his staff. 
This pioneer woman publisher did 


a job under which many a man 
might have wilted. It took life even 
out of such a courageous body, and 
at the early age of but 47 she was 
taken from all activity. I quote 
from a tribute given at the death 
of this noble woman. It appeared 
in the, February 16, 1896, Picayune 
containing her obituary, as follows: 


"Here was one woman who sought 


no notoriety, occupied no public 
place, performed no official func- 
tion, but in her private capacity 
as the owner and director of a great 
newspaper, impressed her mind, her 
character and her individuality, on 
more people than did any other 
woman in the "United States." 


Pearl Rivers was the Commodore 


Perry of her day, opening up to all 
women the great opportunties in 
business and journalism that axe 
so widespread—and justly so—today.

Women Drunkards 
On Decrease Since 
Grandma's Day In'US 


New Haven, Conn., June 17 (JP)— 


There "were more women drunkards 
in grandma's day than there are to- 
day, 
according to Professor E. M. 


Jellinek, a Yale physiologist who has 
been looking into the problem. 


What's more, he says, although 


more people are drinking, they don't 
drink much, if any, more than be- 
fore. 


Prof. Jellinek's conclusions, ap- 


pearing in an article in the current 
issue of the quarterly journal on 
studies in alcohol, were made public 
by Yale today.

alcoholism, among women, the pro- 
fessor had this to say: "The female 
rate of chronic alcoholism was high- 
er in 1910 (384 per 10(0,000) than in 
1945 (242 per 100,000). 


"The drop from 1915 to the pro- 


hibition years was less hi the fe- 
male rate than in the male rate. 
On the other hand, the rise of the 
female rate between the last prohi- 
bition years and 1945 was only 12.6 
per cent as compared with an in- 
crease of 43.6 per cent in the male

I have just heard by grape- 
vine telegraph that the noise may 
be due to the top of the gas tank 
striking the floor of the luggage 
compartment. Rumor also suggests 
that this is easily solved by suit- 
able insulation between the two. 


Limits Your Vision 


The reason so many drivers don't 


see the other car coming down the 
crossroad is merely because they are 
going too fast. 


This is the inescapable conclusion 


to be drawn from optometists who 
point out that when you are driving 
a mile a minute you see nothing but 
what is directly in your line of 
vision. This line is confined to the 
width of the road Even at 50 miles 
per hour you see 14 per cent less 
than you do when driving just five 
miles an hour slower. 
« 


Remember that this assumes you 


have normally good vision. Many 
operators have very limited Vision 
even at low speeds. Also you may 
have noticed from your own experi- 
ence awheel that driving fast tires 
your eyes. Ocular fatigue it is called. 


Keeping1 Them Straight 


One thing many of the uninitiated 


overlook when tampering with the 
car is the necessity of marking 
mated parts so that when re-assem- 
bling them they can be put back 
into their original positions. For 
instance, it is necessary to mark the 
cover and body of the fuel pump so 
that they can be matched up when 
assembled again. The same thing 
applies to the clutch and the fly- 
wheel. It isn't merely a matter of 
fit, but of balance as well where 


parts rotate. 


Valves also must be replaced in 


their respective guides. That is 
why the repair man places them in 
a rack when out of the engine. 


That dull pounding in the engine 


of your car may be a bad bearing, 
but before you start tearing things 
apart better give a thought to the 
motor mounts. If they are loose the 
engine 
will develop considerable 


shake and this, in turn, will be 
transferred to the frame in the form 
of a pounding. One way to 
dis- 


tinguish this from the sort of noise 
you get from a bearing is its irregu- 
larity. 


And here's an easy test for valve 


stickage. Drive the car hard for ten 
minutes, then slow down and stop. 
If the engine idles unevenly the 
chances are that there is a sticky 
valve or two. 


Checking- the Shake 


But while too much engine shake 


suggests misfiring, a sticky valve, 
incorrect mixture or worn motor 
mounts, it is always well to consider 
too slow idling. This afco.. causes, 
shake. 


Engines always tend to idle more 


slowly as they age because there 
is 'wear on the throttle stop screw. 
This, of course, is easily adjusted. 
Step up the idling speed, and if that 
doesn't check the shake then you 
are ready to consider the other mat- 
ters. 


In The Current Mail 


Q. I have been having trouble 


with carburetor leakage and have 
reason to suspect that the 
fuel 


pump's pressure is too high. It there 
any way to lower it? L. N. N. 


A. Yes, you can add an extra 


gasket between the mounting flange 
and the crankcase. But check car- 
buretor needle valve first, and the 
cover gasket. Fuel pumps aie al- 
ways designed for over-capacity in 
order to take care of" vapor lock. 


Q. There is a'decided surge in my 


car at speeds when the engine isn't 
pulling steadily. Have noticed this 
in other cars of the same make. The 
engine seems to run 
smoothly 


enough. W. M., Jr. 


A. This is a combination of con- 


ditions, aggravated by drive through 
the car's springs instead of through 
rods or torque tubes. This sort of 
drive is more practical on a heaviei 
car.

car in new mufflers aoid tail pipes. 
I use the best quality but appar- 
ently there is excessive condensa- 
tion.

How much insurance on pas- 


sengers? Probably an average of 
$30.00D per passenger. 


This doesn't mean an injured per- 


son, or his relatives if he's killed, 
can collect that much or that little 


In one case a settlement might 


be reached out of court with an in- 
stance company. In another a vic- 
tim or liis survivors might sue for 
far more than the insurance com- 
pany was willing to settle for out 
of court. 


Settlements Vary 


The information here comes from 


government officials and represen- 
tatives of insurance companies and 
airlines. At the office of one big- air- 
line, which has had two recent big 
crashes, this was told: 


The airline, being insured, didn't 


have to do anything. But the in- 
surance company did. 


It went around to the survivors 


of the crash victims and paid them, 
without any court action, about 
S15.0CO for each passenger killed. 


One insurance company repre- 


sentative said his firm never settles 
out of court but always lets a judge 
decide what damages, if any, should 
be paid.

If an insurance company could save 
money by settling out of court, it 
would. 


How much does it cost an airline 


TO insure its passengers? 


Tnat varries. It -would be some- 


thing- like this- Say an airhiy takes 
out 550,000 insurance on each pas- 
senger at the rate of $0.0015 per pas- 
senger mile. The plane carries 50 
passengers ,250 miles That's 12 500 
passenger miles. 


So, at a cost of S0.0015 a pas- 


senger mile, the cost of the insur- 
siice to the airline for that 250- mile 
trip with 50 passengers would be 
S18.75. 


Plane Insurance Varies 


For how much do the airlines in- 


sure their planes? That, too, varies 


The insurance company repre- 


sentative mentioned above said an 
airline would pay per year in in- 
surance about 3 to 4 per cent of the 
plane's value So at 4 per1 cent on a 
new $500,000 plane, an airline woul 
have to pay an insurance companj 
£20,000 a year.

PA. LABOR BILLS 
SENT TO DUFF 


Harrisburg-, June 17 (IP)—Admin- 


istration strike-control legislation, 
vigorously opposed by both AFIi and 
CIO union leaders, reached Gov- 
ernor James H. Duff today after 
final legislative approval in the 
closing, hours of the 1947 session. 


Topped by measures to outlaw- 


strikes by public employes, deny job- 
less benefits to strikers and require 
compulsory arbitration of public 
utility disputes the program went to 
the executive labeled "pro-public" 
by Republican leaders. 


In an unexpected move, final pas- 


sage also was given to another bill 
making secondary boycotts and jur- 
isdictional disputes 
unfair 
labor 


practices, sending that measure also 
to the executive. 


That was all that was left of an 


extensive program of labor legisla- 
tion brought out by the Senate 
labor committee several weeks ago 
without administration, support. The 
House dropped all other Senate labor 
bills. 


"It'll work the way it is," com- 


mented Weldon B Heyburn (R.- 
Delaware), sponsor of the original 
bill, after dropping, a move to send 
the measure to conference. "There's 
no use sitting up (in conference) all 
night when it is okay now." 


The labor legislation came in for 


new criticism from the Democratic 
minority and a scattering of Repub- 
lican lawmakers in the lower branch.

NEW WARNING ON 
GAS SHORTAGE 


Pittsburgh, June 17 (/P)—Industrial 


plants using natural gas for fuel 
today faced a grim warning from, 
gas companies that they may have 
new shutdowns this winter because 
of another fuel shortage crisis. 


A spjkesman for the gas firms de- 


clared the shortage will be nearly 
as acute as it was last winter when 
several hundred plants were shut 
down for days at a time, making 
more than 50,000 workers idle. 


Scores of industrial plants are go- 


ing ahead with programs for insta.1- 
lation of oil-burning equipment de- 
spite doubt expressed by oil men 
about future deliveries. 


Largest of the changeovers was 


undertaken by Allegheny-LiUdlum 
Stsel corporation, whose spokesman 
said the switch-over to use of fuel 
oil and propane (a high volatile 
gasoline that can be ga.sified and 
used with natural gas or separately; 
would cost "in excess of $1,000,000." 


The company said its decision to 


change to oil was made after gas 
shortages last winter resulted in. 
the loss cf 47,000 man days of pro- 
duction and 25,000 tons of electrical 
steel.

TO BE FILLED 


IN NOVEMBER 


Twelve county offices, one state 


and a number of borough and town- 
ship offices will be filled by the 
county voters this fall. 


At the primaries, September 
9, 


the Democrats and Republicans each 
will nominate one judge of the su- 
perior court to fill a state post made 
vacant by a resignation. The office 
will be the only state position rilled 
this year. 


In the county each party will name 


a sheriff, district attorney, prothon- 
otary, register and' recorde-c, two 
county commissioners, two county 
auditors, a coroner and a county 
surveyor. Prom those nominations 
one will be elected to each office 
•with the exception of the commis- 
sioners and auditors where the three 
high men will be elected among the 
four nominees. 


Many Local Offices 


The two parties in each township

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APPLE TAX PLAN 
IS DEFEATED IN 
STATE SENATE 


Legislation to impose a tax of one 


cent a bushel on apples to finance a 
sales promotion campaign was re- 
jected Monday night by the state 
senate, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch today from Harris- 
burg. 


The measure would have set up a 


state apple board in the Department 
of Agriculture to administer 
the 


money. The bill passSd the House in 
April under the 
sponsorship of 


George Goodling, York Republican, 
an apple grower. 


The bill provided that the gov- 


ernor appoint members of the state 
apple board, from a list submitted 
by the State Horticultural associa- 
tion, of which Frederic E. Griest, 
Flora Dale, is president. 


Sacked By State Fruitmen 


The bill was one of the first of 
he new tax proposals to be sub- 
mitted to the 1947 legislature. It 
was supported by the State Horti- 
cultural association, which called for 
>uch a measure at its annual meet- 
ng in January, at the State Farm 
Show in Harrisburg. 


Under the bill, proponents ex- 


Dected to raise approximately $100,- 
000 a year to be used by the board 
for advertising and research pur- 
poses to promote the sale of Penn- 
sylvania apples and to increase then- 
quality. 


Under a provision of the measure, 


revenue from the apple tax would 
lave been funneled exclusively to 
the board for "scientific research to 
develop and discover the health food, 
therapeutic and dietetic value of 
apples and products thereof."

Additionally, certain of the funds 


would have "* been earmarked 
"to 


plan and conduct campaigns of edu- 
cation, advertising, publicity, sales 
promotion and research for the pur- 
Jose of increasing the demand for 
the consumption of Pennsylvania 
apples."

Duff in describing as "thoroughly 
impractical" a bill approved by the 
House education committee hiking 
the mandated minimum to $2,400, 
with eight increments of $175 each 
and additional increments for ex- 
perience of up to $500 for 10 years' 
work.

Discuss Accounting1 System 


Noting that April expenditures for 


operating purposes of nearly $15,000 
were in excess of income and that 
the general operating funds of the 
hospital have been declining stead- 
ily over the past several months, 
the directors discussed the need of 
a more adequate accounting system. 
In the discussion that followed it I 
was revealed that the accounts are 
now kept on a cash basis, thus mak- 
ing it impossible to get required in- 
formation as to the actual operating 
income and expenses. 


A proposal to install a system of 


uniform hospital accounting to be 
followed by a semi-annual audit and 
report was discussed. 


The need for accurate informa- 


tion as to operating costs was again 
emphasized during a discussion of 
rates on the rooms in the new Mus- 
selman building and revisions to be 
made on room rates in the present 
building.

President Bixler referred

matters to a committee consisting 
of Henry M. Scharf, Edmund W. 
Thomas and John Hauser with in- 
structions to give immediate study 
to the questions.
